THE STORY OF CUBA. 



Interesting Facts Which Everyone 
Wishes to Know About the 
Seat of War. 



The island of Cuba was discoTered by 
Olunibus on the Mlh day of October, 
1402. It is generslly supposed that be 
tirst la: .led near the present site of 
NneTitas, on the north coast, anchor- 
ing bia ships in the mouth of the river 
Maximo. He belieTed it to be a partof 
the continent, bat subsequently so 
oepted the 
and called hi. disoovery an island. The 
island vru. thiokly populated at the 
time of the discovery, by
